Under my 
plan, each man throughout, including 
seven months’ provisions according to 
army ration standard; and each man 
muitt furnish himself in the next expe­ 
dition, fur the people of Gallatin county 
can give no more as a gratuity. Already 
75 names are enrolled, and none hayo 
yet been sent in from the mining campai. 
1 urge miners in all the old camps— 
especially in those where the water is 
beginning to fail—who wishj to chanco 
the new mines, and are able to furnish 
their own outfit and equipments,, to 
send their names to J. V. Bogert, of 
this place, at once, so as to make it a 
preconcerted movement. 1 believe 309 
men, amply provisioned and armed, 
could he thus got together here by the 
first of October.

Mr. Richard Maihieson, who was ono 
of the favored few that accompanied 
Ouster’s grand summer picnic excur­ 
sion to the Black Hills, called at the 
Prets and Dakotian office yesterday, and 
entertained its inmates with an account 
of the country and his experience there. 
He has just arrived from Bismarck, and 
is glad to reach Yankton, bis former 
home, having a brother here in busi- 
ne.ss and hosts of acquaintances. 
Mr. Mathieson confirms in the strong­ 
est terms the general accounts of Custer 
and other writers, of the beauty,fortility 
and natural resources of the valleys of 
the Black Hills as a farming country» 
and the great abundance of the best 
water, timber, grass and other attract­ 
ions. He declares his belief that they 
did not examine the best or most valu­ 
able part of the country, and that % 
more prolonged survey would reveal 
greater things still. 
As to the question of gold, be sub­ 
stantiates all the reasonable accounts 
published, and declares that the sqIL in 
Cusier Valley is rich enough to afford 
$20 to $25 per day to the miner.' He 
fiNS been there, and with his own hands 
mined and washed the yellow shining 
particles from tbe.soil. He showed us 
a small specimen, a . remnant of the 
“color” left from a panful of earth 
ken from tbe veiy surface, though i| 
was gradually diminishing from loss^ ai < 
he is constantly called on to show some 
of the genuine Black Hills gold. 
When asked how it was that one ’ 
or two of the Professors of Geolo^ 
reported that they saw no gold, he said 
tbat those fine gentlemen did not troub­ 
le themselves to search for it, or ge|^^ 
down- to regular mining with the spade ’ 
and pan. He gives his word that there 
are good paying diggings there, and ' 
this, when substantiating all otheé 
reports, is quite eñ'oügh to satisfy^ any 
one.—P¥en and Dákóüan.

T H E E L E C T IO N , 
On election day in Bismarck, every 
saloon was closed, and good order and 
good nature prevailed on every hand. 
The contest was a close one for some of 
the local offices, and some tall work was 
done et the polls for Armstrong, led bj 
J. P. Dunn, one of our leading mer* 
.chants, J. A. Emmons, who perhaps has 
a more extended acquaintance amonp 
the old river men than any other in 
in the conntrf, Dennis Hennefin, Mark 
Kellogg, Ale-x. McKenzie and “Nobby” 
Collins, 
Up to the evening previous to the 
election, no Armstrong work h.id been 
done, b jt the boys made the most ol 
their time on election day. 
It will be seen that Judge Kidder 
'H'alked oiF v/ith a handsome Demo- 
cratic vote, gaining largely on his tick 
et. 
This result probably came from the 
fact that.Armstrong persistently refused 
to become a caifdidate, and several lead­ 
ing Democrats who would have favored 
him under other circumstances, commit­ 
ted, not only themselves, but the Demo­ 
cratic County Convention to Kidder. 
Judge Kidder should congratulate 
himself, however, on the handsome vote 
given him, though it took judicious and. 
persistent 
to do it, while that giv­ 
en to Armstrong was a testimonial of 
confidence, freely given by a people who 
know him, and know that he has served 
them well. 
While the Tp.ibuse did not 
support him, it had no occasion to hurl 
rocks at him—not even a brick, though 
wo are confident, and insisted that 
Judge Kidder could do, not only this 
section, but all of Dakota the most 
.^ood. 
In the Red River Valley the vote 
seems to be almost solid for Kidder, as 
we were confident it would be, while ho 
seems to have carried every county in 
Southern Dakota, electing him by not 
less than twelve hundred majority. 


T H E T R I B U N E . 
In the campaign just closed, the T ri­ 


b u n e has taken an active part. 
Without 
regard to party it has given its support 
where it chose, or witheld it when it 
seemed good policy to do so, and its 
publishers challenge its opponents to 
point to a single instance where it has 
not treated them fairly, or where it has 
misrepresented them. 
In no case has the Tribune appealed 
to the prejudices of the people, but in 
every instance, to their intelligence. 
Its views have been expressed candidly 
but decidedly, and in all cases respect 
was shown for the feelings and opinions 
of others. The opposition candidate 
for delegate was handled without gloves, 
but the charges brought against him 
were so direct and truthful, that he 
abandoned the field in disgust, admit­ 
ting that he could not be elected- 
In the local campaign, the opposing 
candidates were our friends and neigh­ 
bors, and each were entitled to a degree 
of respect, and as there were no public 
interests at stake the Tribune did not 
d^em it fair or prudent to take a hand 
in the contest. 
The Tribune professes to be an inde- 
pjndent paper—not Republican, no^ 
Democratic, not neutral, but wholly in­ 
dependent. 
W ith it, independence does 
not mean adisposition to find fault with 
the party in power in the interest of the 
opposition, nor does it mean that its 
columns are for sale to any interest that 
will pay a satisfactory price,but it means 
that the publishers intend to publish a 
newspaper untrammelled by party, in­ 
dependent of rings; and in doing so it 
will treat all parties fairly, state the is- 
siles truly, and support whom it choos­ 
es^—Democratic, Republican, or Inde­ 
pendent candidates;—-giving always its 
reasons for its course, which may or 
may not be satisf^ictory to its readers. 
The Tribune seeks to build up a rep­ 
utation for candor and fair dealing that 
wMl be worth a thousand fold more to 
it than would be worth the favors of 
politicians. It is business that is want- 
ed{ not political crumbs. 
Tho publishers now have the satis­ 
faction of knowing that they have a 
Lirj^er circulation than all the papers on 
the Northern Pacific outside of Duluth, 
and that the Tribune is widely quoted, 


and almost univeraally-esteemed. The 
manager of the New York W&rld^ in a 
personal letter to the editor, says; 
“Your paper, if I may be allowed to con- 
you, is one of the very best 
tfaateomes to os.** 


J U E O E Jl. H . B A R N E S . 
The members of the bar of Northern 
Dakota, without exception, anticipatii g 
the probable division of the Territory 
at the coming session of Congress, have 
united in a request that the Hon .A. H 
Birnes, now presiding judge in the 3d 
Judicial District of Dakota, be appoint­ 
ed Chief Justice of the new Territory. 
Judge Barnes would undoubtedly be 
a favorite among the people of North 
ern Dakota for any position he might 
desire, but especially for the one sug 
gested. The people and the members of 
ihe bar know him, and have full confi 
dence in his ability and integrity. Both 
have been tried since his advent into 
the Territory. 
Ho was at first assigned to the Yank­ 
ton district, where he proved himself a 
just and feiiSv-s judge, one who could 
not, be sway?») liV the hope of gain, or 
iratimidai'i i V.y threats. His duties there 
.vKie an; X lis and perplexing, but when 
he was n>-síííned to this district last 
spring, hc^cfi, Yankton bea.ing tho res 
pect of the oar and the esteem of the 
people. 
Since coming to Northern Dakota he 
has held the courts in his own district 
and two terras for Judge Shannon in 
this district. 
And so far as BisraaVck 
is concerned, it is the universal opinion 
that as a judge, Barrfes is all that could 
be desired. 
He is just and fearless; firm, but al­ 
ways courteous; quick in the dispatch 
of business, turning it oiF, however, 
without hurry or blustei,and uniformly 
correct in his decisions. 
He is of ma­ 
ture years, and of pleasing address —he 
is all that goes to make up the upright 
judge, the perfect man. 
On the bench 
he is at home. 
While he has held courts in all por­ 
tions of the Territory, in no one in­ 
stance has occasion been given for il 
will toward him, nor has criticism been 
indulged in by the bar or people; even 
those against whom his decisions have 
been rendered, feel that if they failed in 
sustaining their case, it was tbropgh no 
fault of the judge, for his action has in 
every instance been in keeping with the 
law and evidence. 
The President now realizes the folly 
of appointing worn out politicians to 
official positions in the Territories, and 
since he has determined to appoint only 
men good and true, men who are not 
only worthy, but well recommended 
may we not hope that he will yield to 
the unanimous wish of the bar of 
Northern Dakota, and appoint Judge 
Barnes Chief Justice of-the new Terri 
tory, should it be established?

N E W S P A P E R S I N 
C A M P A I G N . 
We have bad some fine s^cim ens oi' 
journalistic lying during the late cam­ 
paign, on the part of Southern Dakota 
papers. 
If, in order to sustain a newspaper^s 
reputation as a party organ, it is ne 
cessary to resort to all sorts of tricks 
to mislead the people, to lying, to slan­ 
der, to “ newspaper ruffianism” of all 
sorts, the T ribune wants none of it. 
The individual who is an habitual 
liar, is generally regarded with con­ 
tempt by his neighbors; the man who 
persistently slanders those who oppose 
him, is worse than a thief—and is so re­ 
garded in an intelligent community. 
The newspaper that resorts to lying and 
slander to promote the interests of its 
party, deserves to be placed on the same 
level as other ruffians of society. 
Success is a good thing, but an honest 
man would prefer defóat a thousand 
times to success gained through dishon­ 
orable means. 
Political campaigns can be carried on 
by gentlemen, without resorting to ly­ 
ing and slander; blackguards, however, 
resort to these weapons as naturally as 
ducks run to water. 
The Dakota Eerald has distinguish(^d 
itself for economy in the use of truth 
in the late campaign, while the Elk 
Point Gleaner has proven its ability to 
hide the truth, at least 
The Republican press have behaved 
very handsomely in the main. The 
writer does not recall á single instance 


where the journals supporting Judge 
Kidder have maligned the character of 
bis opponents, or misrepresented the is- 
siies. Some bard things were stid of 
Burleigh, but the truth of the charges 
were universallv a'imitted. 


Elsewhere will be luuuu hu article 
from the pen ot John W. Smith, in 
relation to the best route to reach the 
Black Hills. 
Mr. Smith is an old frontiersman and 
has lived in the Indian country for the 
past seventeen years as a trader and 
freighter and has passed over every 
route mentioned. 
He has beeu all around the Hills—-on 
every side of them and through them. 
There can be no. doubt about the 
richness of tho placer mining in the 
Hills, and first class quartz indications 
have been found. 
Every miner who 
accompanied the expedition is satisfied 
Co return. 
A party will go from Bismarck to the 
Black Hills this season—it A'ill be small 
in number, however, and will go pre­ 
pared to meet the ladian.s or dodge the 
military. Congres.s is expected to ab­ 
rogate the Sioux treaty at its next ses 
sion; then there will be an immense 
rush to this new Eldorado. 
Bismarck 
is not only the nearest point to the 
Black Hills, as shown by Mr. Smith, by 
many mdes,but it is also the best ouiiit- 
ing point, and the route from there lies 
over a better country than any other, 
and over neutral ground, ground not 
occupied by the Indians, ground not 
claimed by them. 


T H E T R U E R IN G . 
The following from the St. Cloud 
P /día has the true ring, and shows its 
author to bo a gentleman of deep 
thought and of liberal sentiments. 
Those disposed to make war on the 
railroads should ponder these views— 
should look at the case in all its bear­ 
ings. If they do, this constant howl 
about extortions on the part of rail 
roads will cease. 
The Dakota Republi 
cans in their convention, at the sug 
gestión of the writer, adopted substan­ 
tially these views. 
The Press article is in review of a 
speech of Mr. Doonelley’s, and is as 
follows: - 
. 
While we no have disposition to engage 
in the contest now pending between 
capiial and farm labor as against the 
latter, identified as we are with their 
interests, and believing as we do that 
they have much cause for complaint, at 
the same time we recognize the right 
of capital to protection, and are dis­ 
posed to urge a settlement of existing 
disputes upon the basis of justice as far 
as may be to all concerned. Mr. Don­ 
nelly’s argument against the railroads 
is simply this: 
That, inasmuch as they 
claim the right to charge just what they 
please for passenger and freight traffic, 
they thereby dictate to the producers of 
tbe country what they shall receive for 
their surplus productions. 
That it is necessary for tbe protec­ 
tion of the people that they be placed 
under legislative restraints, and thaf 
without this, ruin will utterly overtake 
us. 
He did not tell us, however, that 
there is a provision 'incorporated into 
all tbe railroad charters of this State, 
whereby they are authorized to charge 
only reasonable rates, which is tbe fact. 
If a patron of a road feels himself ag­ 
grieved by extortionate charges, all he 
has got to do is to bring tbe matter be­ 
fore the courts, where the question will 
be decided whether the charge is rea­ 
sonable or not. Mr. D. tells us that 
unless the principal be established th^t 
the State has tbe right to regulate rail­ 
way traffic, that tbers is no security for 
the producers of the country. 
We ass, 
is there not equal danger to railroads if 
it be at the mercy of improvident and 
hostile legislation. The whole difficulty 
arises in presuming that either party 
will act otherwise than at the direction 
of their true interests. 
Tbe truth is, 
that which is for the interests of the 
railroads is for tbe interest of the peo­ 
ple. Neither can prosper without the 
existence of the other, and those who 
assert a different doctrine do so in onr 
opinion either from mistaken or wrong­ 
ful motives. 
It is for the interests of 
the railroads that the country settles 
up and prosper. Their business depends 
upon tbe amount of surplus production 
which their several lines can command. 
To that end the railroads of this State 
have for years past kept an extensive 
correspondence with, and have estab­ 
lished expensive 
agencies at, those 
points in Europe from whence we have 
received our cheif supply of people. 
Particularly has this been the case with 
the St. Paul & Pacific Railroad which 
has done more than all other means 
put together to populate the prairies of 
the Northwest. Should-we expect a 
corporation which has done so much to 
enhance onr farming interests to be­ 
come all at once the willing instrumeot 


of iheiv deatmctionf Bather ahoüld we 
not expect to find them joining haute 
with the producers of tíie eOontry in 
the endeavor to increase prodoetion,and 
in promoting enterprise of all kinds 
which may contribute to the bnstno S 
of their rotd? We regard all these at­ 
tempts to antagonise 
the different 
industrial interests of the coontry, as 
pernicious in the extreme, and os tern - 
ing generally to bring about an entirely 
different result from that purporting lo 
be tbe object of tb<*se engaged in it. Wo 
regard all legitimate pursuits as of 
equal dignity before the law, and justly 
entitled to tbe same share of pubbo 
protection, without reference to the 
sphere of their operations. 
While tbe 
farmer, who raises a bushel of wheat, 
may have added a certain value to the 
product growing out ot his labor in 
connection with tho soil—the carrier 
who transfers the same to another 
market, where it.s value is increased, is 
entitled to'a like consideration to the 
extent at least of the increase of value 
above the price of the article at homr« 
The same may he said oí tradesmen, the 
artisan, and the manufacturer; and to 
say that one class of industrial labor 
siirpai^ses another in dignity, is the ut­ 
terance of mere trash. 
Wc cannot build up an exalted state 
of social development without a un’on 
of all the different industries upon 
which that society depends. The shoe­ 
maker who supplies tlie farmer with 
shoes—the miller who grinds the far­ 
mer’s wheat—the manufacturer who 
furnishes him with the material of his 
dress, do their part as well, and are 
entitled to equal credit, with him who 
gives them bread in exchange for their 
wares. In our oiiinion he is a disturber 
of society, who would attempt to pro­ 
duce dissatisfaction between different 
pursuits. 
As society m now constitut­ 
ed, we are all laboring for oue end—the 
elevation of all legitimate enterprise, 
and the debasement of none. 
We want 
no firebrands of dissatisfaction thrown 
into our midst, but hand to hand and 
heart to heart, we wish to pursue our 
respective callings in the fear of God and 
to the good of all. 
Nor have we any sympathy with 
monopoly wherever it may exist. 
We 
•recognize the fact that capital is often 
times oppressive, and that the manage 
ment of our railroads has oftentimes 
worked great injustice to our farming 
interest. 
We sliould also recollect that 
other industries suffer a like hardship. 
This state of things can be largely ac 
I counted for in the fact that our rail­ 
roads were built in advance of the ne­ 
cessities of the country; and to make 
them pay reasonable returns for their 
investments implied in their construct­ 
ion, it has been necessary to resort to 
what seems to us as high and extort­ 
ionate rates. 
Even then, few if any of 
our roads have proved paying enter­ 
prises. 
Thev are to us in the nature 
of luxuries which we must pay. for in 
order to enjoy. As the country advan­ 
ces in development, rates of transpor 
tation will decrease. Already our own 
road has made many valuable conces­ 
sions in their freight rates, and we 
shall expect them to continue in tbe 
same direction. 
If we would enjoy 
railroads we must expect to pay for 
them. 
We cannot expect capitalists to 
engage in these enterprises for purposes 
of amusement or benevolence. 
When 
they build us roads they mean to do 
business with us, and we must expect 
them tb manage their business for the 
sake of the profits. They do not differ 
very much from the ballance of man­ 
kind; and when Mr. Donnelly pictured 
out to us in bis felicitous style tbe 
bloated capitalist, and the voracious 
bondholder, as if they were so many 
monsters eager ^ and ready to swallow 
us all at one bloody feast, be has drawn 
largely upon his own imagination and 
appealing strongly to our credulity. 
None of us would decrease our railroad 
developments. 
We have two few—not 
too many. They are the necessities of 
the age in which we live, and we cannot 
part with them without taking a step 
backward. 
We are sorry to notice this 
war on railroads at the present stage of 
our commercial advancenent. 
We can 
not afford tbe stagnation which this 
branch of industry now suffers. 
Older 
States may perhaps afford tbe experi­ 
ment of a qualified opposition, but here 
in tbe Northwest, where they afford tbe 
only relief to our rapidly increasing 
productions, we cannot afford tbe evils 
which this war has brought upon us. 
We must have railroads and we must 
pay for the user. 
The wagon roads are still at our ser­ 
vice if we do not wish to patronize rail­ 
roads. 
We have voluntarily placed ourselves 
outside of any water communication 
with the markets of the world. 
We 
are a producing community. Unless we 
can have railroads to take away our 
surplus productions and bring to us the 
articles we need for the"comforts of life 
we may os well give up. Why then fight 
against enterprises which we all recog­ 
nize as necessary for our social piosperi- 
tyf 
Why not rather in a spirit of har­ 
mony accept there gratuitous invest­ 
ments for what they are really worth.

This route is over a country well wa 
tered, and furnishing good grazing.

Referring to Reynolds, who passed over the route 
from Fort Fierre to Bear Butte in 1859, 1 flud that he 
pruiiouaces against the country. On page 21 he says: 
* ‘We have now been out ten traveling days, and are 
140 miles from Fort Pierre. The whole country 
traversed is euiirely unfit for the residence of white 
men.” This, as 1 uiideretand it, is the trail that some 
parties have talked of taking. I do not thiua it is a 
feaeible route or oue likely to be adopted. It cannot 
be compared with tbe direct route 1 have suggested, 
ruuiiiug souihwesterly from Bismarck, crossing at 
nearlv right angles the folluwinir streams: Little 
Heart, Cannon Ball. Battle Creek, Grand River, Owl 
River and Cherry Creek, etnking the Cheyenne at 
its forks. These streams are all small, and except­ 
ing one or two, afford good water and every facility 
for camping. 
Many routes have been mentioned,Vut 
absolutely none present the advantages 
offered by the Bismarck route. 
At Bismarck complete outfits can be 
secured, and at as low rates as at any 
other point on tbe Missouri Biver. 
It should he borne in mind that there 
are already two trails from Bismarck to 
the Black Hills, made by Custer’s Expe­ 
dition; that a score or more of citizens 
of Bismarck accompanied the Black 
Hills Expedition, who are familiar with 
the route,many ofwhom will accompany 
an expedition from Bismarck to tbe 
Hills, as soon as the Government will 
consent to their occupancy. 
I feel warranted in saying that this 
will be done in the spring, and that tbe 
abandoned forts in tbe Yellowstone 
country will be reoccupied.

1 iioiioe in a laru issue of your excellent joarnal, 
what purports to be a ttatemeiii from Lt. Col. Fred 
Graut, in relation to gold in the Black Hills 
Allow 
me a word in reply to him and to others who have dis­ 
puted the repu(t< of the miners, and discredited Cus­ 
ter’s official report. 
1 have :.o inierest whatever in getting up a Black 
Hill'excitemeu . 1 have no interest in Bismarck nr 
ill any one h re. I urn an old resident of St. Paul, 
having resided there tirenty years ago, but now re­ 
side at PK-asant Grove, Ulmsted County. I wish to 
be heard on this questi >n because 1 have been referred 
to for information in this matter by J^. J. Hill, of 
your city, and others, to wboin 1 have endorsed the 
reports of the miners. 1 li-rve spent several years 
among the mines, uud took conside.able interest in 
tlie Black Hills prospecting; though having charge of 
the pack mule train, i could give but little attention 
to it. 1 panned out gold, however, and know that 
it ex’sta there, ai.d am ready to return for the pur­ 
pose of mining, so soon as the g/>ver.iment will permit 
the occupation of the iliiU. 1 know there was g dd 
found at many places iu the Hills, rich placer mining, 
wliere from ten to fifty dollars per day can be taken 
out by the siugle iniuer. 
As to Prof. Winchell, he seldom left the camp, and 
did not examine further than the rocks, and these 
generally near the base of the Hiils, where the has- 
Bird quaitz would be most liable to be found. Tbe 
gold may originate at the highest points, and be found 
iu the drift many miles below. Winchell seems to 
have overlooked this fact, and refused or neglected 
to prospect or examine the ground where ihe gold 
was found. I, and scores of others, saw gold takea 
uut, and we are satisfied with the prospects. Gen. 
Custer did not form his opinion from the reports of 
the miners, but from what he stw, atid it should be 
remembered that Gen. Forsythe and Ool. Ludlow 
sustain him. Now, as to Fred Grant. 1 do not be> 
lieve he has made the rep irt attributed to him, nor 
do any who were familiar with him and know his sen­ 
timents. Fred, was very social and would talk with 
anyone, and in fact he spent more time am ngthe 
miners, wagon masters, etc., than be did at head­ 
quarters. He was always loud in praise of tbe conn- 
try, and repeatedly endorsed tha miners’statements 
of , o.’d discoveries; but ba was not as 'enthnsiastic 
over the discovery as was Caster and some of his of­ 
ficers. lie did not believe rilver was found, but in­ 
sisted that that which «vas reported to be silver was 
platina, w..icb was found at many points, and the re­ 
ported plumbago he Believed was discolored mica. 
He pronoun>-ed the country gold bearing, however, 
and did not discredit the reports of the miners. This 
was hii mind when on the expedition, and after his 
arilval at Bismarck, he was interviewed at the Oapi 
tol Hotel, in the presence of Col. K. M. Brown, the 
Receiver of the United States Land Office, and others, 
and there reUerated these views. 
Gen. Forsythe repeatedly talked of this matter, 
and endorsed wholly the reports of the miners. No 
doubt reports have been exaggerated somewhat, but 
no report has come from the miners that cannot be 
fully sustained. They report paying mines in Caster 
Para, and to give an idea as to the amooiit they will 
pay, they meution ten dollars per day, and add that 
there are other rich piospects. They allege, and 
are able to sat ef> any miner of tbe fact that the 
quarts indications are good; but they do not pretend 
to have found quartz diggings. 
Astothe couutry, it is unrivalled for agricuttaral 
pnrposes, particularly for grazing, and abonnds in 
fruits, as has b -eo represented. I saw in the Black 
HiUs finer berries growing wild, than I ever saw cul­ 
tivated in Oalifornia. 1 saw carrants, both white 
ood red, larger than I ever saw cattivoted, and as 
delicions. 1 saw, and called Prof. Donaldson’s at­ 
tention to wild Timothy having heads rix inches long, 
and bine Joint over six feet In height. We saw and 
brought In specimens of wild flax over three feet in 
btlgkt. 
As to tbe timber, some of it is scrnbby and worth­ 
less, except for fnel, bat there is as fine Norway 
pine in tbe Block Hills os one eonld wisn to see, or 
as flue os can be found in any conctry 
Trees two 
feet throngb and mnning np seventy or rightyfect 
witbont limbs, ongbt to be regarded os good enongb. 
Such are fonnd In tbe Black Hills In abnndaoce. 
Lt Wallace, who has been quoted In relation to 
tbe timber and gold adversely, repudiates the inter­ 
view, and says be aimed to be cautions in speaking of 
the Htlls, as he did not wish to add füel to tbe flame, 
bat he did not discredit the gold mmors or dis|iarage 
tbe timber. He saw no timber fall, and therefore 
eonid not have known that it being brittle, broke as 
it fell, berides pitch pine, which he is mode to apeak 
of, is not brittle and wonld not break. 
As one of the expedition, wholly dlristereated, I 
wish to see only tbe tmtii prevail.

A specimen of something which tbej 
discovered, believed to be silver, but 
more resembled platinum, was shown. 
Plumbago also was found in small quai. 
titles. 
Any amount of excellent build­ 
ing stone, limestone, sandstone, and 
granite are present. 
Some of the lime­ 
stones particularly in the vicinity of 
Inyan Kara, were fine enough for mar­ 
bles and handsomely colored.

timber is mainly red pine and spruce 
of large size. 
Oak, ash and elm are 
found on the exterior slopes.

kinds were fuuiui and many killed.
